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ABSTBACT 

Nine case-related policy clarification memoranda 
issued by the Office for Civil Bights (OCE) are. summarized in this 
booklet* Each memorandum deals ffith issues related to equal 
educational opportunities. Each summary consists of a question that 
defifles the relevant issue, a statement of pertinent facts, the 
decision made by OCB regarding the issue, and a statement pertaining 
to the legal basis for the decision. The decisiors vere l)ased on 
Title II of the Education Amendments of 1972, Ti-Lle VI of the Civil 
Bights Act of 1964, or Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973- 
Also included in this booklet are an index to the oCB Policy Digest 
and names and addresses of resource persons. (HK)

Issue;_ 

Ma^ a sdhool district use students' scores on a motor abilities test 
to assign tbem to physical education classes, if sex-segregated classes 
result? 

Pacts; 

OCR received a canplaint that a school district had assigned students 
on the basis of sex to physical education classes « Specifically r students 
iiiere assigned to single-sex physical education classes for all activities r 
contact and nonoontactr on the basis of a single performance standard, 
the Scott Motor Abilities Test. Hiese classes remained intact throughout 
ti)e year. 

Decision; 

While the Title IX regulaticm permits groining of students within physical 
. education classes on tiie basis of ability, it does not specifically ad- 
dress assigrraent to pl^ical education classes on the basis of ability^ 
If, however, use of a test or other instrunmt results in a substantially 
disproportionate airollmenfc of persons of one sex in a class, a recipient 
is required to make certain that such disproportion is not the result of 
discrimination in the test or its application. 

If sex-segregation or substantially dispropor^onate enrollments in 
classes result from bona fide ability grouping, there is no violation. 
Tbe standards for determining whether ability grouping for class eissign- 
ment is bma fide are the same as those enunciated under Title VI and 
ESA&; i.e., the grouping must: be; 

1 ) based on nondiscriminatory, objective standards of measure- 
ment that are educationally relevant to the purpose of such 
groining; 

2) determined by nondiscriminatory application of objective, 
educationally relevent standards; 
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May a school district use students' scores on a motor abilities test to assign 
them to physical education classes, i£ sex-segregated classes result? 



3) madntained only as long a^ is necesseury to achieve the 
purpose of such grouping? 

4) designed to meet the ^aecial needs of students in each 
groi:^; 

5) designed to iirprove the performance of students in the less 
advanced groi?)s by means of ^jecially developed curricula, 
specially trained or certified instructional personnel, and 
periodic retesting to determine progress and eligibility for 
placement in a more advanced grouping; and 

6) validated by test scores or other reliable objective evidence 
indicating the educational benefits of the grouping. 

Authority ; 

This decision is based on the following sections of the Title IX regu- 
lation: 

Section 106.34 Access to course offerings. 

A recipient shall not provide any course or otherwise carry out arr^ 
of its education program or eU2tivi^ separately on the basis of sex> or 
require or refuse participation therein by any of its students on such 
basis, including health, physical education, industrial, business, voca- 
tional, technical, heme economics, music, and adult education courses. 

(b)_ Biis section does not prohibit grotaping of students in physical 
education classes and activities by ability as assessed by objective 
sta nd ards of individual performance developed and applied without 
regard to sex. 

(d) Where use of a single standard of measuring skill or progress 
in a physical education class has an adverse effect on manbers of one 
sex, the recipient shall use apprc^riate standards which do not have 
such effect.

Section 106.36 Oounseling and use of appcaisal and counseling 
-mater iaisT 

(*>) Dse of appcaisal and counseling materials. A recipient which 
testing or other materials for e^praising or counseling students 
shall not use different materials for students on the basis of their 
sex or use materials vrtiich permit or require different treatment of 
students on such basis unless sudi different n»flt^n>ls cover the same 
occupations and interest areas and the use of such different materials 
is shown to be essential to eliminate sex bias. Recipients shal l 
develop and use internal procedures for ensuring that such materials do 
not discriminate on the basis of sex. VSbere the use of a counseling 
test or other instnanent results in a substantially disproportionate 
nunber of man bers of one sex in any particular course of study or clas- 
sification, the recipient shall tahe such action as is necessary to 
assure itself that such di^xoportion is not the result of discrimi- 
nation in the instnraent or its application. 

(c) Distaroportion in classes. Kbere a recipient finds that a par- 
ticular class contains a substantially di^proporticxiate mnter of 
individuals of one sex, the recipient shall take such action as is 
necessary to assure itself that such disproportion is not the result of 
discrimination on the basis of sex in counseling or appraisal materials 
or by counselors.

Issue: 

Cki what basis should a determination be made of «^ther equal 
opportunity to receive coaching is provided in a recipient's 
athletic prograiti? 

Ffictss 

OCR received a complaint that a school district was discriminating in 
its provision of coaches for girls' basketball, rttie school district 
offered both girls' and boys' basketball; each had three levels of com- 
petition: varsity, B-team, and freshman. Oliree coaches were provided 
for the boys' basketbaU teams, while the girls basketball teams had tMO 
coaches. Both programs had a similar number of participants, with 29 
girls and 32 boys on the basketball teams. 

Decision; 

A compliance detemination ^hoald not be based on the provisions made in 
a single sport. A review of the opportunity to receive coaching in the 
overall athletic program is required before a compliance determination 
can be made. Data on the nunber of participants on girls' and boys' 
teams and the nunber of coaches provided should be obt2tined in order to 
determine the overall ratio of participants to coaches for girls' and 
boys' teams. A significant disparity in the overall participant/coach 
ratio for girls' and boys' teams would constitute a violation if it 
could not be justified by sex-neutral factors. 

Authority: 

Biis decision is based cxi the following section of the Title IX regula- 
tion:

(c) Equal opportunity. A recipient which operates or sponsors 
interscholastic, intercollegiate, dub or intramural athletics shall 
provide equal athletic opportunity for menbers of both sexes.

Issue: 

What is an appropriate remedy for a failure to aocoroodate the 
athletic interests and abilities of each sex equally effectively? 

Facts: 

OCP received cr conq^int alleging that a school district's atitiletic 
program failed to acccnmodate the athletic interests and abilities of 
ea^ sex equally effectively. With one exception, the sclx>ol district 
had not assessed students* athletic interests and abi3.ities by any 
reasonadble method* Ihe sole exception was an assessment of interest in 
participating on a cross-country team. Although girls expressed interest 
in a cross-country team, no team was offered them. Ihere was an 85 per- 
cent participation rate for boys in the overall intersch^^stic athletic 
program and a 49 percrat participation rate for girls. 

Decision; 

The dispari^ in participation rates for males and females, the s^xx>I 
district's inability to document that its athletic program gives equal 
weight to the interests of ea^ sex, and the district's inactim on the 
expressed interest of female students in a cross-country team ^/iben con- 
sidered together indicate that the district's overall athletic program 
does not accommodate the interests and abilities of each sex equally 
effectively. Ihe remedy would be to increase athletic <^9portunities 
for female students through the addition of more sports for them and 
provide documentation tiiat the resultant sports program gives equal 
v«i<^it to t±ie interests of mytlps and females. The doc umenta tion ^xxild 
include a description of the method used to assess students' interests 
in participating in intersdx>lastic sports, the results of the atssess- 
ment, the dbaages to be made in tbe interscholastic athletics program, 
and the actual or projected {^ticipation by students of each sex in 
the interscdiolastic athletics" program. 
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Miat is an appropriate reaedy £oc a failure to accooniodate tt^ athletic interests 
and abilities o£ each sex ecpsally effectively?

Facts: 



OCR received a complaint alleging that a school district's athletic pro- 
gram did not meet the interests of its female students to the extent 
that It met the interests of its male students, in st«>port of this 
allegation the ocoplainants claimed that the school district had not 
assessed the athletic interests and abilities of its students, and that 
It offered male students more sports and teams than it offered its 
female students. 

aecisions 



Ohere is no requirement ger to assess students' athletic interests 
and abUities. A rec^ient may, however, be required to docunent that 
Its athletic offerings result in equal athletic ojpportunity, particularly 
when ther e is s ome indication that its selection of ^rts and the 
levels of competition (varsity, junior varsity, etc.) offered do not 
give ec^ weight to the interests and abilities of each sex. 

Indications of a failure to acconinodate interests and abilities equally 
effectively would include substantial disparity in athletic participation 
rates for each sex combined with insufficient evidence that the disparity 
in participation rates reflects a disparity in interest in participation 
by each sex as assesse d by some reasonable method. Information should 
also be obtained about whether students of either sex have requested 
that particular sports or additional levels of coo^petition be offered. 

Where there are sex-based disparities in participation rates and in 
levels of competition offered in relation to the ntnber of students 
wishing to participate in particular spotzs, the recipient sbould be 
asked to describe how the sports and number of teams offered ead) s^ 
reflect their athletic interests and abilities as assessed by some 
reasonable means, •nds description sbould include the means used to 
assess students' athletic interests and abilities and the results of 
tiie assessment. 
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What standards should be used to determine if the sports and levels of 
ccmpetition offered by a school district result in equally effective 
accomodation of the athletic interests and abilities of each sex?

Issue; 

Under v*»at circumstances must a recipient open single-sex teams in 
noncontact ^orts to both s^es viien participants are selected on the 
basis o£ coopetitive skill? 

Facts: 

In the course of investigating a cai?)laint about discrimination in a 
school district's inter scholastic athletics program, OCR found more 
athletic opportunities were currently and previously offered male 
students. than female stiadents. Specifically, several teams at different 
levels of competition (varsity, junior varsity, freshman) v#ere of fered 
boys in each of five ^rts: basketball, football,, basdaall, tennis, 
and track. Girls were offered a single varsity team in each of three 
sports: basketball, tennis, and voll€^>all. Participants on all the 
teams offered were selected on the basis of conpetitive skill. 

Decisicxi: 

The greater number of teams and sports available for males shows that 
overall athletic opportunities for females are limited. TSiereforer 
because neither track nor baseball is a contact "^jort^ the school 
district must open participation on its "boys" baseball and track 
teams to female students \*x> wish to try out for them. (Diere is 
no requirement that boys^ must be pennitted to tryout for the girls* 
volleyball team because r although there is no volle^»ll team for boySr 
overall athletic opportunities for boys have been greater than those 
for girls.) 

Autbori^: 

The decision is based on the following section of the Title IX regu- 
lation: 

Section 106.41 Athletics. 

(b) . Separate teams. Notwithstanding the requirements of paragraph 
(a) of this section r a recipient may operate or sponsor separate teams 
for members of each sex where selection for such t e a ms is based upon 
competitive skill or the activity involved is a contact sport. However r 
where a recipient operates or sponsors a team in a particular" sport 
for members of one sex but operates or sponsors no such team for members

o£ the other sex, and athletic opportunities £or nenbers of that sex 
have previously been limited, men^sers of the excluded sex must be 
be- allo%«ed to try-out for the teem offered unless the sport involved 
is a contact ^rt. For the purposes of this part, contact sports 
include boxing, wrestling, rugby, ice hockey, football, basketball and 
other qports the purpose or raajor activity of vbich involves bodily 
contact.

Issue: 



What data should be obtained and analyzed to determine if coaches of 
male and feniale teams are assigned in a nondiscriminatory manner? 

Facts; ' 

A complainant alleged that a school district discriminates on the 
basis of sex in the assignnaent of coaches to girls* teams. In addi- 
tix3n to the general allegation, the complainant claimed that the 
mc^le chosen to coach the girls' varsity softb^ team was less 
qualified than a female applicant. OCR examined data pertaining to 
the prc^rtion of male and female coaches in the district's athletic 
program and det erm i n ed that females represented 70 perc^t of the 
coaching staff for girls* teams. OCR regi<mal staff, however, failed 
to examine data pertaining to the actual qualifications of coaches. 

Decision: 



Biese facts do not constitute a sufficient basis for a ccmpliance 
dete rm i n ation. Hbe sex of the coaches assigned to <-**an, « for each sex 
is irrdevant to a determination of i^ther athletes of «>a^H sex are 
being served by coaches with equivalent qualifications. 

TSo determine vdiether nondiscriminatory eissignment criteria have been 
•^plied, the qualifications of coaches for male and fenale teams should 
be corapared. This would include a review of the relevant training and 
eacperaence and coaching certification of the coaches assigned to i-*»at»»c 
for each sex. It is a violation of Title IX if teams for one sex are 
provided with more qualified coaches than those provided for teaiis of 
the other sex.

Issues ^ 

What are the a^pcopriate standards of comparison to determine whether 
a school system has discriminated in its €n5>lo|yinent of teachers and 
administrators? Is a canparison of the perc^itage of minority 
^ teachers and aetoinistrators jin tiie school system with the percentage 
^ of minority students in the school system an apprqpriate* standard? 

Facts; 

Following a compliance review, investigators determined that **en the 
recipient consolidated its dual system of education for the deaf and 
Klind, the percentage of minority students at the consolidated school 
rose to 40% v^ile the percentage of minority teachers and administrar- 
tors was significantly lower. 

Decision; 

To determine whether a school system bas discriminated in its ^nplcy- 
roent practices, the . appropriate standeird is a comparison between the 
percentage of minorities employed by the school system in certain job 
categories with the percentage of minorities with requisite skills 
for su<di jobs in the labor market. The job categories to be compared 
are those that provide direct contact with beneficiaries or tAich 
involve making decisions that affect beneficiaries. 

In cases v*ere there has been a consolidation of a dual school svstem. 
a further standard for determining Aether enployment discriminatirai 
has occurred is a comparison of the percentages of minority staff in 
sue* positions before and after consolidation. A significant decrease 
in the percentage of minority staff during the d^egregation period 
may constitute a violation of Title VI. 

A comparisOTi between the percentage of minor staff and the percent- 
age of minority students is not an appropriate standaurd to determine 
whether the school district has discriminated in its eniployment prac- 
tices.

Issue; 

Is a sdiool district in violation of Title VI if, during the period 
of desegregation, it significantly decreases its proportion of 
minority teachers? 

Facts; 

Following a complaint investigation, OCR determined that fran 1969 
(the first year of desegregation) to 1978, minority faculty dropped 
from 75 or 50% minorily to 73 or 32% minority, \*ile the ncraninority 
faculty rose from 75 ac 50% nonminority to 155 or 68% nonninority. 
During this 10-year period, the recipient used only'such informal 
recruitment techniques as "word of mouth" advertising of vacancies. 

Decision; 

Where (1) there is a significant decrease in the percentage of minority 
faculty during the period of desegregation, and (2) the recipirat fails 
to utilize recruitment techniques that will assure equal opportunity to 
to prospective minority applicants, the recipient is in violation of 
Title VI. 

Authority; 

This decision ins^olves the following section of the Title VI regu- 
lation;

Sh ould the Anerican NationeO. Standards Institute (ANSI) accessibility 
standards be used during a coopliaDce review to determine Mhoi-her a 
recipient's programs are accessible to pbysically handicj^ped person^? 

Facts: 



From information ia a conoplianee review of a hi^ school built before 
June 3, 1977, the effective date of the Section 504 regulation, OCR 
determined that the education program was accessible to handicapped 
students. The building itself did not conform to American National 
Standards Institute (AN^) ^ecifications. 

Decisions; 

Investigators should be aware of the distinction between program acces- 
sibility and fecility accessibility vben conducting conpliance reviews. 
^»ecific physical accessibility standards, such as ANSI, apply only to 
buildings, equipment, and facilities constructed or purchased after 
June 2, 1977. A finding of nonoonpliance cannot be msK3e if programs 
(%>^ated in buildings constr u cted prior to »Mg aate are accessiUe to 
h a nfli ca p ped persons. Oherefore, the scijool district was in conpliance 
with the requirements of Section S'M. 

Authority; 

" "Hhis-decisicm invOlves~the followingnsei^^ 504 
regulaticxi: 

Section 104.22 Bcistinq facilities. 

(a) Program^ ein c es s ibility. A recipient shall operate ^^^r^^ program 
or activity to which this part applies so that the program or activity, 
when viewed in its entirety, is readily accessible to handicapped 
persons. Ihis paragraph does not require a recipient ~to make each of 
of its existing facilities or every part of a facility accessible to 
and usatle handicapped persons. 

(b) Methods. A recipient may comply with the requiremsit of para- 
gr^h (a) of thxs secticm through such means as redesign of equipment, 
rea ssign ment of class e s or other services to accessible buildLjgs, 
assignment of aides^ beneficiaries, home visits, delivety of health.

portion of ■ the facility is readily accessible to and usable by handi- 
capped persons. 

(c) American National Standards Institute accessibility sta^ 
Design, construction, or alteration of facilities in conformance with 
the "American National Standard ^Jecifications for Slaking Buildings 
and Facilities Accessible to, and Dsable by, the Physically Handicapped," 
published by the American National Standards Institute, Inc. (ANSI 
A117.1-1961 (KL971)), which is incorporated by reference in this part, 
shall constitute conpliance with paragre^ihs (a) and (b) of this 
section. Departures from particular requirements of those standards 
by the use of other methods shall be permitted ^aben it is clearly 
evident that equivalent access to the facility or part of the facility 
is thereby provided.
